^^Jf^ A sole for an article of footwear, the sole comprising: 

\ an insole layer defining a plurality of first openings, wherein a substantial portion 

( of the plurality of first openings are interconnected; 

\ a support layer defining a plurality of second openings that partially overlap the 
plurality of first openings; and 

\an outsole layer defining at least one third opening that at least partly overlaps the 
pluralityNof second openings. 

2. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the plurality of first openings are distributed over 

^ substantially\he entire insole layer. 

^ 3. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the plurality of first openings are generally 

n circularly shapeoV 

^: 4. The sole according\o claim 2, wherein a first portion of the plurality of first openings are 
disposed in at least one of a ball region and a heel region of the sole, a second portion of 

J the plurality of first openings are disposed in other regions of the sole, and the openings 

y of the first portion are smaller than the openings of the second portion.

5. The sole according to claim 4, wherein the openings of the first portion are less than 
about 3 mm in diameter and the openings of the second portion are greater than about 4 
mm in diameter. \ 

6. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the insole layer fiirther defines a channel for 
interconnecting a portion of the plurality of first openings. 

7. The sole according to claim 6, whel^in the channel is disposed on a bottom side of the 
insole layer. \ 

8. The sole according to claim 1, whereinVhe support layer comprises a substantially 
compression resistant semi-rigid chassis.X 

9. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the\upport layer controls deformation properties 
of the sole. V

element disposed in an arch region of the sole and the/^pport element interconnects a 
forefoot part and a rearfoot part of the sole. / 

14. The sole according to claim 13, wherein at lea^ one of the support layer and the support 
element sideways encompasses a wearer's ioot in at least one of the arch region and a 
heel region of the sole. / 

15. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the outsole layer further comprises a plurality of 
sole elements. / 

16. The sole according to claim IS, wherein the plurality of sole elements includes a forefoot 
element and a rearfoot element. 

17. The sole according to cl^m 1, wherein the outsole layer extends along at least one of a 
heel region and a ball/region of the sole. 

18. The sole accordingao claim 1, wherein the at least one third opening is disposed in at 
least one of a toe/region and an arch region of the sole. 

19. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the outsole layer sideways encompasses a 
wearer's foot in at least one of a heel region and a forefoot region of the sole. 

20. The sole according to claim 1, wherein the outsole layer comprises a cushioning layer 
and a tre^ad layer. 

21 . The sole according to claim 1, wherein a membrane is disposed between the support layer 
anja the insole layer.
